Green tomatoes even if 
caught by the firet light frost 
can be used. “Mature greens”. 
those ebout to turn color and 
often with a white spot around 
the blossom end, will ripen at 
cool temperatures in either eun- 
light or shade. Spread them out 
in the attic, cellar or porch if 
not too cold, Or, line them up 
on window eille if the room is 


not too warm. Immature green 
tomatoes won't ripen and are 
likely to rot if kept too long. It 
is best to pickle or cook theée 
soon after picking. 

While not as rich in Vitamin 
C as ripe tomatoes, green toma- 
toee ‘are etill considered a valu- 
able source ‘of Vitamin C. 

Here are. some ways to use 
green tomatoes; 

1, Fry or broil by cutting in 
half inch alices, dip in beaten 
egg, then flour or bread crumbs 
and cook until terider and 
brown. Sprinkle with grated 
cheeae if desired. 

2 Quarter and add with other 
vegetables to meat stew. 

3. Stuff with buttered crumbs 
top with cheese and bake, or 
scallop alterating layers sliced 
tomato and bread crumbs and 
top with grated cheese, then 
bake in oven. 

4. Green tomato marmalade 
made with lemons. 

5. And here's a favorite—— 
Green tomato mincemeat that 
rivals the real thing. It is sealed 
in jars and used later for mince 
meat cookies, cake and 
what have you.

The Veterans’ Land Act 


The Veterans’ Land Act is de- 
signed to encourage Canada’s finest 
citisens—its young war veterans— 
to settle on the land. It is, there- 
fore, agricultural peiliion of oe 

reatest importance to the people 
of Western Canada. 

Full Time perme. One of the 
main purpoese of the Act is to 
assist qualified veterans to engage 
in fa as a full time occupation. 

Financial Provisions. For quali- 
fied, veterans the Act provides a 
maximum of $6,000.00 to cover the 
cost of land, buildings and other 
permanent iniprovements, livestock, 
and farm pees, of which not 
more than $1, 00 may be used 
for the purchase of livestock and 
equipment. ©@ 

At the time of application the 
veteran is called upon to deposit, in 
cash, 10 per cent of the cost of the 
land and buildings. He then signs a 
contract to repay only two-thirds of 
the cost of land, buildings and other 
permanent improvements over a 

riod up to twenty-five years with 
interest at 34% per cent amortized. 
In effect, the government absorbs a 
substantial part of the cost of each 
establishment, namely 23%. per 
cent of the cost of the land and 
buildings plus the total cost of live- 
stock and equipment up to $1,200.00 

Other Provisions. The Act pro- 
vides for the granting of loans at 
3% per cent interest rate to veterans 
who own their own land and require 
funds to resume farming operations 
Recent amendments to the Act pro- 
vide for grants, up to $2,320.00, to 
veterans settled on Provincia) 
lands; and for generous financial 
assistance to a veteran who pur- 
chaees' a farm on private agreement 
oF proposes to lease a farm.

broad assistance to qualified vet- 
erans who want to have a part in 
Canada’s great agricultural industry.

THIS YEAR MARKS THE SIXTIETH ANNIVERSARY of the found- 
ing of the Experimental Farm system in Canada, and in observation of this 
milestone tributes have come from all parts of the country to the work 
which has been carried on in the interests of agriculture for over half a 
century.

Dr. Saunder’s work was not con- 
cerned entirely with wheat, but extended to problems connected with the 
growing of trees, shrubs, fruits and vegetables in regions where the climate 
was not considered favourable for their cultivation, He had much success 
in introducing varieties of plants which could be successfully grown on the 
Prairies and in northern regions.

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How Scotland Yard, The 
Famous British Police Force, 
Was Established In 1842 


(By H. J. Uxlen in Montreal Star) 
HE whole world knows the name of Scotland Yard. There is hardly 
any other name around which so many romantic visions have been 
woven. For the reader of detective stories, it is the home of rather superior 
detectives, good-natured police sergeants, the reservoir of all those forces 
which, in the long run, render harmless the most light-footed and desperate 


of criminals. 


But in reality, Scotland Yard has*———___L__ 


a much more prosaic appearance, 
though it certainly has a very great 
reputation. Beyond all question, how- 
ever, is the fact that the Metropoli- 
tan Police of London, whose head- 
quarters are in Scotland Yard, is one 
of the finest police forces in the 
world. 

The actual site now occupied by 
the headquarters of the Metropolitan 
Police was formerly one of the court- 
yards of the great royal palace of 
Whitehall, known as_ “Scotland 
Yard” because it was here that the 
Scottish Royal Family stayed during 
their visits to London. 
London Metropolitan Police Force es- 
tablished a special detective division 
In 1842, this division was lodged in 
a building in the street that had been 
called after the former Scotland 
Yard. Then, in the course of time, 
Scotland Yard came to be used for 
the entire London police administra- 
tion. Today, the Metropolitan Police 
Headquarters are housed in a new 
ouilding, the last section of which 
was completed in 1940, but which 
stands on the original site and, for 
this reason, is now called New Scot- 
land Yard, 

* . *

the well-guarded doors on_ the 
Thames Embankment into the inter- 
ior of New Scotland Yard, he finds 


indeed an atmosphere reminding him, , 


in the most lively fashion, of every 
possible crime story in existence.

cguty, that “it is your duty to carry 
out the law, but this must not be 
done through resorting to methods 
of force and intimidation, And fur- 
ther, only length of service and proof 
of efficiency lead to promotion, not 
the number of arrests you may have 
made. 
force, you are not above the law. 
Never forget that you are a servant 
of the public, and it is your duty to 
treat that public with patience, civil- 
ity and consideration, Above all, 
don't be pedantic.” 

Yet another characteristic feature 
of the methods of Scotland Yard: 
The police carry neither fire-arms nor 
gas-bombs, Their only weapon is a

One 
of the most important departments 
is the criminal record office, where 
all crimes committed in Britain are 
registered.
